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811—7.1(169) Examination procedure.   In order to successfully complete the National Board
Examination, an applicant shall achieve a minimum converted score of 70. In addition, in order to
successfully complete the CCT, the applicant shall obtain a minimum converted score of 75. The
National Board Examination and the CCT are prepared by the Professional Examination Service for
use by the state board of veterinary examiners.

7.1(1) Examinations shall be given in April and December each year. The dates for the examination
shall be those set by the National Board Examination Committee. Examinations shall be held at a site to
be determined by the board at least 30 days before the date of the examination.

7.1(2) Upon request, the board will attempt to provide adequate individualized testing arrangements
for applicants who establish the existence of a verified disability including a verified learning disability,
consistent with the provisions of the Americans with Disabilities Act of 1990, and regulations
promulgated thereunder. Verification may be provided by a testing or evaluation agency approved by
the board or by a physician approved by the board.
